TOWN TAKES SNOW 
STORM IN STRIDE 


TOW LAW USED FOR FIRST TIME 

A snow storm which has bee 
described in Boston papers ag 
‘the worst’ was almost jus 
Mother snowstorm to the peo- 
Ble of Wilmington, 

Cars did get stuck in some 
places, and the wilmington 
Highway Department, for the 
first time, invoked the ‘Tow 
Lav’, which was voted by the 
town on August 8, 1957. 
Superintendent of Streets 
Jimmy White ordered one car 
towed from King Street, after’ 
the Town Manager had told him 
to ‘get it off the street’ 
he reports, 

The Chief of Police, Tuesday, 
ordered ‘5 or 6’ towed from 
Yilmington Square and Church 
Street. 

King St. In Ams 

Residents of King Street, off 
Glen oad, were very much in- 
censed over the towing of two 
cars from their area. Both 
were towed to the red Cain 

and the owners were 

sed 15,50 apiece which 

they had to pay before they 

were allowed to recover their 
cars. 

Neil McCabe, of King Street, 
it is understood, has consul t- 
ed an attorney, because of 
damage which is said to have 
happened to his car during the 
incident. 

The damage, as described by 
neighbors, consists of a dent 
in the back, anJ red scrape 
narks on the car, 

McCabe’ s car was parked by 
the side of tht road, accord 
ing to King Street residents, 
and he offered to move it at 
the time the tow truck arrived 
but was not allowed to. 

4 second car which was towed 
belonged to fmest 4rdoline of 
Broad Street. 

Ardoline had become stuck in 
driving in, at 3 am., and had 
left his car, according to the 


story told the Town Crier, by 
the side of the road. ‘when he 
returned to dig the car out, 
next day, it was gone. He had 
to pay $15, 50, 

Uther cars on the street were 
not touched, 

Yrs, Gavid Brom of King St 
has stated that a car, parked 
near her home, was parked in 
the sane manner as the McCabe 
car and the Ardoline car. 

“4 small snow plow truck’ as 
she described it, had no trou- 
ble in plowing because of the 
cars, 

But, the troubles of King St. 
aside, the Highway Jepartment 
did a very good job. motorists 
who travelled in other toms 
almost invariably complimented 


“ilmington on the condition of 
its streets. 

The yepartment called out its 
men at 2:20 am Yonday, and

THE MAIL WAS DELIVERED 

Wilmington's mailmen can take a bow for the 
work they did yonday and Tuesday. 

Mail was delivered, whereever possible, both 
by the Rural Routes, and by City Carrier.: 

The law is that neither type of carrier has 
to deliver mail if the homeowner has not dug 
out for him. In the case of a City Carrier a 
path should be dug to the front door. In the 
case of a Rural Carrier enough snow must be dug 
away so that he can drive up to a mail box, and 
away, without having to smash his car in the 
process. 

THE WORLD IS UPSIDE DOWN 

Was the tune the British Army band played at 
the surrender of Yorktown, and the phrase has 
been used since then to signify that something 
very unexpected has happened — something that 
may or may not be earth snaking in importance. 

In Wilmington the earth shaking (?) news is 
that Town Manager Cecil Lancaster doesn't pre- 
fer to speak. Of course the silence of the gen- 
tleman is well known, but the place where he 
doesn't want to speak, in the last known in- 
stance is, of all places, the Baldwin Civic As- 
sociation. 

We don't know if the Baldwin Directors are 
erying in their beer, or just what they are do- 
ing. As a matter of fact we don't know just 
what the T™ is doing either. 

It was the Baldwin Club that originally pro- 
moted the Town Manager plan in Wilmington. 

It was the Baldwin Club, some few months ago 
that spent money during the so-called Termite 
Fight, to keep the Town Manager plan in Wil- 
mington.’ It was the individual contributions of 
the meabers, in money and in time, that, among 
other things, kept Wilmington a Town Manager 
Tow. 

Every year the Town Manager has spoken to 
the Baldwin Club about the budget for the com- 
ing year, generally about a month or so after 
Dec 20th. when the budget, by law, must be 
submitted to the Selectmen and Finance Commi t— 
tee. 

The members took that address seriously. 
They examined with care the printed budget, 
which was always distributed at that time.: They 
discussed it, and looked forward to the annual 
Town Meeting. 

Only twice in the 1950's did the Baldwin 
Club miss having the budget shown to them, af- 
ter the Selectmen and Finance Committee had 
been let in the secret - once back about 1954,

fine day. Wilmington had been 
experiencing cold weather, but 
Silver Lake was yet to be a 
solid mass of ice, ad every- 

remarking on the nice 


waning moon watching from the 
East, the Great Bear dipped 
his paws, 

When Wilmington woke up, Fri- 
day morning, the thermometers 
were down to 10 in most parts 
of town, and down to 5 in the 
‘cold spots’, ive. Concord St, 
Shady Lane Drive, Chestnut St. 
and Ballardvale Street. 

Sunday morning the thermome- 
ters sank even lower, being at 
3 to 5 in most parts of tow, 
and a little below zero else- 
where. Silver Lake was covered 
with ice, and one more day 
would have provided wonderful 
skating. 

But then the snows came. lie 
wouldn’t call it a particular- 
ly bad blizzard - we have seen 
worse, but the Boston newspa- 
pers made it into big head- 
lines. 

North Wilmington’ s pumping 
station officially recorded 14 
inches of snow, but many peo- 
ple, including Selectman 
Charles Black (at the Select- 
man’s meeting Tuesday) report- 
ed 19 inches, 

On the 10th (Saturday) the 
Pumping station recorded a 
‘trace’, on the 11th 6 inches 
of dry snow (.43 inches of 
rain, when melted), and on the 
12th 8 inches of dry snow (.55 
inches of rain), 

So there it is, officialky.

$2000 TRANSFER 
REQUEST BY POLICE

A request, by Police Chief 
ipanl Lynch for a transfer of 
$700, from the Police Salary 
Account to the Police Expense 
Account, was quite thoroughly 
discussed, in Tuesday night’s 
Selectmen's meeting.
